II is Thought Crisis in Chica’ 


go Strike Will be Reached 


Today. 


If His Efforts to Restore Order 


Fail, Sheriff Will Call For 


State Troops. 


Chicago, May (?.—The crisis In the* 
team sters’ strike is expected to, come 
today. 
The State street merchants 
have decided to send out 1,100 wagons 
to make deliveries in all parts of the 
City. 
As Jar as possible these wagons 
will be guarded by deputy sheriffs, and 
in some cases by the local police. 
It 
will be impossible for all of the wag­ 
ons to he guarded by deputy sheriffs, 
but it is the intention to place two men 
on each wagon as far as the number of 
deputies already sworn in will per­ 
m it 
Sheriff Barrel t has 200 deputies 
in service and Ha id that he thought 
this number would be ample for the 
work outlined. If it is not, it Is said, 
he will conclude 
that the sheriff's 
office and the local police are not able 
to control the situation ami a request 
will be made for the state militia. 
Governor Deneen has said that he will 
order out the troops if the request is 
made by Sheriff Barrett, and upon the 
failure or success of the attempted re­ 
tail deliveries today depends the com­ 
ing of the troops. 
Fifteen wagons 
were sent out yesterday by the large 
drygoods and department stores, and 
all of them made deliveries without 
interruption. They were accompanied 
by deputies. It was the success of this 
attempt 
at 
delivering 
goods 
that 
prompted the stores to plan to send 
out today practically their full force 
of wagons. 
Either because ot the threatened ap­ 
pearance of the troops or because of 
the addition to the police force in the 
shape of deputy sheriffs, there was 
much less rioting and fighting in the 
downtown streets yesterday than on 
any day this week. 
The wagons o2 
the express o >mpanies, each one of 
which carried a guard armed with a 
Winchester rifle or double barreled 
shotgun, went to and fro between the 
depots and express offices without in­ 
terruption other than that of an occa­ 
sional stone thrown from the side­ 
walk, or some other missile hurled 
from a window. 
There was little of 
this, however, and the wagons were 
practically unmolested. 
An order issued by Chief of Police 
O’Neill 
directing that 
all 
persons 
should be prevented from following 
up wagons as they went through the 
streets had much to do with the ab­ 
sence of rioting. In the early days of 
the strike, when the wagons of a boy­ 
cotted firm passed through .he streets 
they were followed by hundreds of 
men and boys anxious to see any fight 
that might occur. 
Of late, however, 
these crowds of followers have become 
much more ugly in temper and have 
constituted one of the chief sources 
of trouble. The police now’ turn back 
all groups of men that they discover 
in the act of following wagons, and 
there is much less opportunity for 
riots.

needs more moisture. 
All statistical 
measures of trade progress, point to 
general business showing satisfactory 
increases over proceeding years at 
this date.' Bank Gearings are of enor 
mous volume, next to the largest ever 
recorded; failures are fewer and lia 
bilities smaller than a year ago, rail­ 
way earnings are indicative of a heavy 
tonnage movement, but money re 
mains 
strikingly 
easy, 
considering

6.—“Certainly 
the 
crowning hour of my life is this fare­ 
well benefit to the English stage.” 
So Joseph H. Choate characterized 
the farewell dinner at the Mansion 
house last night, at which undoubted­ 
ly was the most remarkable gathering 
of notables ever assembled at the his­ 
toric residence of the Lord Mayor of 
London. 
In the words of Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman: 
“It would be 
Impossible to collect a more repre­ 
sentative 
gathering.” 
All 
parties, 
classes, professions and opinions from 
the great metropolis presented by the 
lord mayor mm self, to the government 
represented by Arthur J. Balfour, and 
the Marquis of Lansdowne, together 
with a few of the American commun­ 
ity, were there. 
Mr. Choate sat at 
the right hand of the lord mayor; next 
to him was Mr. Balfour, and then Lord 
Lansdowne. 
At the left of the lord 
mayor were the Archbishop of Canter­ 
bury and the Duke of Wellington. The 
lord mayors of Liverpool, Manchester, 
Birmingham and other large towns 
{»me to London for the occasion and 
there w’ere present Moberly Bell, man­ 
ager of the Times, and the editors of 
other London dailies; Hud yard Kip­ 
ling, Alfred Austin, Conon Doyle, An­ 
thony Hope and other authors, many 
mem tiers of the house of commons 
and of all political parties, and many 
other ndtaldes, the aggregate number­ 
ing 3(H). 
Among the Americans were 
the entire staff of the embassy, Con­ 
sul General Robert J, Wynne, Vice 
Consul Carnegie and Senator Spooner 
of Wisconsin. 
The wife of the lord 
mayor entertained a dozen ladies, who 
sal high above the assembly in the 
circular music gallery. 
The carriages arrived In a long 
stream headed by the aldermen in the 
wonderful corporat.on coaches, ma 
sive. gilded and ornamented creations 
drawn by caparisoned horses, attend­ 
ed by gaudily clad and powdered foot­ 
men, The banquet was spread in the 
Egyptian hall, which was draped with 
the banners of the past lord mayors 
and the flags of colonies. 
Arranged 
behind the .lord mayor and Mr. Choate 
were the corporation plate center­ 
pieces, crossed by a huge sword and 
mace while the smaller pieces of this 
wonderful silver service, including the 
enormous loving cup were used on the 
tables. 
The rich red uniforms of 
army officers, together with the mem­ 
bers of the municipal government and 
a vast ytaff of red coated, powdered 
household attendants, made a splen­ 
did scene. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury pro­ 
nounced the grace and the benediction. 
The aged lord mayor, a white bearded, 
picturesque figure in his rich costume 
arose and toasted the king and queen 
Sir Harry Campbell-Bannerman pro­ 
posed “the president,” eulogizing him 
as “A genuine typical character, char 
act eristic of America, a firm friend 
of peace, though perhaps not of a 
quiescent disposition.” 
Premier Bal­ 
four in toasting Mr. Choate said: 
'No 
greater honor could have been done 
me than to have proposed this toast.” 
He congratulated the lord mayor on 
being the host of Great Britain ©n this 
memorable occasion. 
Mr. Choate, he 
said, had beet» with Britons in days 
of mourning and of rejoicing, of dis­ 
aster and of victory, not only as the 
representative of a great state hut 
ever ready to take bis part in auy 
phase of British public life connected 
with p o litic s ami had played his pari 
with distinction. He hoped Mr, Choate 
would carry away with him much more 
than merely diplomatic ideas.

There Is a right way as well as a 
wrong way to wash the hair. Says a 
writer in the St. Lou is Globe-Democrat, 
and one of the wrong ways is to ap p ly 
the cake of soap directly to the head. 
Nine ou t of ten p eop le do this, bu t it 
is wrong nevertheless. When the cake 
of sou p is ru bbed on the hair it cru sts 
there and often cannot l» e rinsed ou t 
with the most elaborate ap p lications of 
water. 
To wash the hair p rop erly, so as to 
cleanse the h« *ad thorou ghly and at the 
same liu ie leave the hair iu good con 
dition, a lather shou ld be made from 
soap in somewhat the same general 
way as for shaving and this lather 
then ap p lied to the hair. 
Hot w ater 
shou ld be u sed in making the lather, 
wdiiie borax and ju st a drop or two of 
ammonia added will do mu ch toward 
p reserving the natu ral softness of the 
hair. 
Hot water ou ght also to be u sed for 
the rinsing save toward the finish of 
the « iteration, when cooler water may 
l» e emp loyed to p revent any p ossibility 
of taking cold when the hair is drying. 
The rinsing shou ld is* most carefu lly 
done, for the smallest qu antity of sou p 
clinging to the hair will .p rove a verita­ 
ble catch-all for du st au d germs and 
p erhap s lead eventu ally to a diseased 
condition of the hair and scalp . 
One thing that p eop le shou ld avoid 
iu cleansing the hair is in ru bbing too 
hard. 
Men esp ecially are p rone to u se 
their finger nails on the scalp , and the 
habit is fou nd to some extent among 
women also. The scalp is not rendered 
any cleaner by doing this than it 
w*ou ld be by drying gently, and the 
hard scru bbing will have a tendency to 
inflame the roots of the hair and cau se 
it to fall ou t.

Glycerin is a really valu able remedy 
for indigestion, and In the cou rse of a 
few days or at moat of a fortnight a 
su fferer may exp ect to be cu red. 
Mix 
a small teasp oonfu l of p u re glycerin 
with water and take it with or imme­ 
diately after each meal. Of cou rse the 
p atient shou ld also u se discretion in the 
selection and in the amou nt of food, 
for if the diet be at fau it it is folly to 
cp ect health.

A tatdesp oonfu l of mu riatic acid wil 
thorou ghly cleanse a carafe or glas, 
rase, bu t, as it is a deadly p oison, it 
m u st be handled with great care. Aft­ 
er the acid Is removed the carafe shou ld 
be rinsed in hot soap su ds and then in 
several clear waters. 
The acid can be 
p ou red from one vessel to another ami 
then retu rned to the bottle for fu tu re 
u se.

Fu r often gets ru bbed and cru shed, 
and the beat way to freshen it is to 
bru sh it with a clothes bru sh that has 
been dip p ed in cold water and then 
shaken as dry as p ossible. Bru sh the 
wrong way, then shake thorou ghly au d 
dry iu the op eu air. beating it occasion­ 
ally with a stick. Some kinds of fu r 
need to be combed when dry, bu t It 
mu st lie carefu lly done.
